Children 


A scholarship fund to enable some 


of Madison's bright but needy chil- 
dren to get a high school education 
is a new project of the Public Wel- 
'<-.re assoclat'on. Although but little 
ias yet bee'. given for this purpose 
and contributions-are badly needed, 
about $500 will be taken from the 
•eneral fund for this purpose. 


"The cases to which we intend to 


apply this money," said Miss Jean- 
ette Davis, general secretary, "are 
those where the mother is gettms 
a pension from tho county.. When 
tha child gets to the working age 
:6 years, the pension for that child 
stops and frequently this makes it 
necessary for the mother to take it 
out of school, 
regardless of 
how 


jright it may bo. It is such chil- 
dren whom we wish to help, chil- 
dren who are ambitious to get an 
education. 


"We feel that this will be of bene- 


fit, to the family of which the child 
is a member, for it increases its ul- 
timate earning capacity, and also to 
the community. In a few years we 
hope to bo able to present statistics 
to the state legislature that will 
show the value of such work and 
possibly induce them 
to pass 
a 


measure to help such children." 


The mothers' 
pension 
law, as 


passed at the last sef^/3 of the 
legislature, provides that a mother 
be awarded $15 a month for 
the

At The Nation's Capitol 


Editor of These Columns Returns From Trip to Washington; 


Herewith Are Some Observations. 


T 


HE editor of Th« Capital Times has just returned from a ten 
day trip to New York and Washington. We submit here- 


with, acme observations on conditions at the nation's capitol 
which are of Interest to Wisconsin people. 


* * * 


The first thing that strikes a progressive, from Wisconsin 


while at Washington is the praise that Senator La Follette is be- 
ing given In all quarters for his great fight against the predatory 
Interests that are more arrogant than ever in seeking special 
privileges and who are seeking to evade a just share of the bur- 
dens following in the wake of the war. La Follette has been the 
bulwark against which efforts to load the war debt on the com- 
mon people have been beating in vain to date. 


In hte position as a member of the senate committee on fi- 


nance, the senator has been a power in watching the efforts of the 
big interests at close range and in exposing their methods. It 
wa» largely through Senator La Toilette's influence that the 
agricultural bloc, which now holds the balance of power in the 
senate, has reached its present commanding position. 


' Even so reactionary a senator as Pat Harrison of Missis- 


sippi the other day paid tribute to Senator La Follette as a 
REAL progressive while at the same time he taunted fake pro- 
gressives like Lcnroot and Medill McCormick, whom he men- 
tioned by name. 


* * * 


At the time that we were in Washington, the national ad- 


ministration, alarmed by the growing power of the agricultural 
bloc, began a campaign to disintegrate this newly formed group. 
Through the use of patronage and the other wires that the ad- 
ministration is able to command it looked as though inroads were 
about to be made on the bloc. 


The plan to wreck the bloc was stopped, however, and the 


group is said to be stronger than ever today. Among those 
charged with efforts to undermine the bloc were Senators Len- 
root and McCormick of Illinois. 
One of the middle western 


lenders of the group made the following statement concerning 
Lcnroot the other day: 


"Lenroot is one of the most dangerous men in the United 


States senate. He is dangerous because he poses as a progres- 
sive while he is playing the game with the old guard all the 
lime." 


* * * 


Wisconsin people long ago became familiar with the stories 


if how Senator La Follette talked to empty seats in the senate 
?hamber. Part of a program, of course, to discredit the senator. 


The other day we sat in the senate galleries while Senator 


McCumber, one of the influential leaders on the republican side 
ivas making a big speech on the tolls issue. During his entire 
speech there were never more than two senators present on the 
republican side. And during most of the time in the senate, 
this same situation prevails. 


We saw the senate in operation on three different days. 


On these days there were always more democratic senators in 
their seats than were present on the republican side. The re- 
publicans were all busy out in the cloak rooms. 


A clever, but quite despicable attempt was made by the na- 


tional administration to break into the progressive group in the 
senate. Senator Kcnyon of Iowa has been a thorn in the side 
of the big interests at Washington. He has been particularly 
obnoxious to the packers and to the crowd that is seeking to 
keep Newberry in the senate. 


In order to get Kenyon out of the senate, a federal judge- 


ship In Iowa was dangled before his eyes. Kenyon promptly 
declined the appointment. 


If someone were to offer an out and out bribe to a member 


of the U. S. senate he would be promptly railroaded to the peni- 
tentiary. 
The national administration, however, can bribe 


members of congress with patronage and that is accepted as be- 
ing within the law.

On Tuesday we were In a hurry to get from our hotel to the 


senate office 'building. 


"Where do you want to go" queried the tari driver. 
"To Senator La Toilette's office" we replied. 
"From Wisconsin?" 
"Yep." 
"Say" returned our viluble taxi driver. "That Senator La 


Follelt* is h regular senator. They are all afraid of him down 
here., He Isn't like the rest of those fellows up there,—he ain't 
goln* round all the t'aie saying: 'You vote for my bill and I'll 
vote for your'n.'" 


La Follette certainly has a hold on the "common folks" in 


Washington. The senator seems to know all of the employes in 
the public buildings about the capitol and he always has a pleas- 
ant word of recognition for each of them.

The members of the Wisconsin delegation in the house of 


representatives at Washington are also a power at Washington. 
They act as a unit on most of the big questions coming before 
congress. Included in this group are Frear, Cooper, Browne, 
Beck, Lampert, John M. Nelson and Voigt. Adolphus Nelson, 
Classon, Kleczka and Stafford are usually found trailing with 
the big interests.
